WHEN TO PLANT ALL BULBS: Daffodils may be planted from Sept. 
1 to Nov. 15 or until freezing weather sets in, but early planting is 
an advantage to them. Oct. 1 is early enough to start planting 
tulips, iris, crocus, hyacinths, and minor bulbs, and these also may 
be planted up until time for the ground to freeze. In order to insure 
that a good selection of bulbs will still be available you should 
place your order as early as possible however. 


DELIVERY: We start to fill our accumulated orders of daffodil bulbs 
about September 1. The tulips, iris, crocus, hyacinths, and minor bulbs 
which we are offering for sale are Holland-grown. Orders for them 
will be filled as soon as possible after we receive our shipment from 
Holland, which should be by October 1. For the past two years iris 
have arrived later than our other Dutch bulbs; so that we were 
unable to ship them out until about Oct. 20.
